A Clear Account. 

The following is the clearest aud most sat- 
isfactory statement we have yet seen of af- 
fairs sbont Vicksburg. It is also a6 tote as 
anything received up to midnight Tuesday 
n'ght. We clip il from Tuesday's St. Louis 
Republican : 

Memphis, May 25. 
By tbe arrival of the Luminary, which left 
Young's Point on tbe morning of tbe 2Jd 
instsnt, we get the following slsetch of the 
campaign ofGeneral Grant since the 15th Inst.: 
On the 15ih the larger part of the army toy 
sin tebed out from a point a few miles west of 
Ravmond to Jackson, anticipating an attack 
from the direction of Edwards' Station. Gen. 
Grant suddenly massed his forces between 
Raymond and Bolton, Sherman moving down 
from Jackson, north ot tbe railroad, and to- 
wards Edward*' StatioD, McPherson moving 
towards Bolton, Blair's division snd Ransom's 
brigade of McArthur's division arriving at 
Knmond from the west. McClernand's corps 
afterwards toy on or near the main road from 
Ray mocd to Bolton. On the 16th, the move- 
ment toward Edwards' Station began. — 
Hovey's division of McClernand's corps, 
followed by McPherson's on the right by 
tbe road from Bolton; Osterhaus' division, 
followed by Can's on the center by a middle 
road, and Smith's division, followed by Blair's 
ou the loft by the firs', road from Raymord to 
Edwards' Station. Ransom's brigade after- 
wards moved up as a reserve behind Carr's 
division. The action was begun about eight 
a. m , by an attempt of the enemy to turn 
our left, which was promptly met and checked 
by Smith's division. The bulk of the enemy's 
force wai then massed upon our right and 
center, held by Hovey's division. The strug- 
gle here was most bitter, nntil about 2 r. u , 
when Uovey, being strengthened by Crocker, 
began to drive the enemy, while McPherson, 
having come up on the right, swung around 
acd turned the enemy's left. Osterhaus' dl- 
vison,on tbe center, had in the meantime 
kept np a vigorous and steady pressure of the 
enemy. At about half-past two p. at., tbe day 
was decided in our favor, and tbe retreat of 
tbe enemy began. It was soon converted 
into an ignominious rout. We captured 
about 3,500 prisoners, nineteen field guns, 
and an immense number of small arms and a 
large amount of ammunition and stores at 
Edwards' Station, which we occupied that 
night. On the 17tb, at daylight, McClernand's 
corps advanced from Edwards' towards Big 
Black, and about 4 o'clock attacked the enemy 
in his earth-works at tbe railroad bridge — 
Can's division moving up on the right sod 
General Osterhaus on the 1 ft, with General 
Smith as reserve. After fUhting about two 
hours, witn some skirmtohlng, our right 
charged in upon the left of the enemy, and 
our left at the sime time advancing rapidly, 
tbe works were captured. We took about 
2,500 prisoners and eighteen guns, tbe enemy 
retreating in great disorder over the Big Black. 

Gen. Osterhaus was slighilv wounded at the 
beginning of the tight, and his division was 
then commanded by Gen. A. L. Lee.

On the 19 h our general movement toward 
the works began; Sherman on the right, Mc- 
Pherson in the center, and McClercand on the 
left. 

At 2 p. if . a general charge of McClernand's 
division was ordered. Geo. A. L Lee, who 
was leading tbe First brigade ot Osterhaus' 
division, was wounded severely, bnt not dan- 
gerously. He is now on bis way North for 
treatment. Our forces gained ground on that 
charge, and held it, bnt not capturing any of 
tbe rebel redoubts. 

On tbe 20th the same style of operations 
was followed along the whole line, oar forces 
creeping up slowly towards the works, oor 
sharpehoo'ers, at many points, getting so near 
as to prevent the enemy from working his 
spins, and onr artillery being rapidly and 
closely advanced upon the etemy's works. 

The movements made by the Federal foices 
in this fight have been tbe most brilliant of 
tbe war. Gen. Grant displayed the moat con- 
summate skill as an officer. 

An officer on General Lee's staff assures us 
that nothing could prevent the occupation of 
Vicksburg on Sunday, and that, In his opin- 
ion, tbe stars and stripes sre floating over that

Cliques, 
cabals and caucuses to win rpo;ls and office, 
have been the fruitful source of all the 
Ills, throes and misfoi tunes dire which now 
rend the vitals of our once happy country. 
Secretary Fidler — Know-Notbing, anonymous 
correspondent of the Louisville Journal — in 
bis report to that piper, e ays : "Delegates 
from the various counties composing the hhttrth 
Congressional District met in convention at Leb 
anon on the 20th instant," &c. The various 
or • variety 'of counties of the Fourth dis- 
trict are fourteen in number. Now, read 
the fourth scnteccu of the report and 
see Jhow they tally: On motion of J. 
H. Chandler, of Taylor county, a committee 
on permanent organizition, consisting of one 
member from each county composing the Dis- 
trict present, was appointed by the ciairman. 
The following delegates were selected: 

Adair county, F. D. R gncy ( ispirant for 
the Legislature^; Anderson county, John G. 
Draflro OXnow-Nothing and member of Leg- 
islature); Casey county, Wm. Purdom(Know- 
Nt thin.' and ex-Mfgi-trate ; Ore i e ceunty, R. 
8 Moore (Know-Nolhin-.'); Lirue county, J, 
H. Rodman (dru^le distilled Know-Noibing 
and pile driver); Marion county, J. G. Phill ps 
(compound extract of concentrated Know- 
Noibingism and flurk m ism); Nelson couLt", 
John R. Jones; ("Pity the sorrows of a poor, 
old roan!"); Shelby county, John F. Davis 
(Koow-Nothing); Taylor county, J. C. San- 
ders (Know-Notbing); Washington connly, 
E. L. Davidson (Know- Nothing, and horse 
and mule contractor for the Government). 
So It Feems from this committee that there 
were but ten counties misrepresented. It 
further appears that Fielding Weed, of Shelby 
countv, chairman, ex-member of the Legisla- 
ture, Know-Nothing and rrule con ra 'tor, d'd 
not know enough of Parliamentary law and 
courtesy to appoint the mover of a committee 
as a member of it. Take another evidence 
from the report of its own falsity:

anon after tbe convention m^t, as In tbe case 
of Speccer c >unty — S. B. Ktrrlck representing 
that county as delegate, which cunty ap- 
pointed no delegates and held no meeting tor 
the purpose, and Wi brow at a Vice-Presi- 
dent, and he not i i attendance. Tell all 
about It, Fidler; "tbe people" want lo know. 
Give us the names i i attendance acd the 
names sppointed who *cre cot In .attendance 
from each county oi Jae district. Aod learn 
to tell the truth in y ;ar reports acd letters to 
the Journsl "and shame the devil," to the 
prayer of your fellow citizen.

The Crops. 

We continue to receive, says the New York 
Argus, fworable accounts from many parts of 
the country respecting the condition of the 
growing crops. If not in every Instance Indi- 
cative of good rroduct, the general look is 
quite satisfactory, and SHch as to afford en- 
couragement to the larnnr* throughout the 
country. 

INDIANA. 

The Noble county Herald says the crops In 
Northern Iudiaua — especially wheat— look re- 
markably well. The Vinccnnes Suu thinks 
the prospects of the wheat most encouraging, 
and the fruit prospects good. Ia Central In- 
diana (says the Indianapolis Sentinel) the 
wheat promises to be abundant, and the 
planting season for corn has been fine. The 
Owen county Journal has favorable accounts 
of the growing crops. So far everything looks 
favorable for good crops of all kinds. Three 
hundred acres of cotton will bs planted in 
Greene couaty. 

WISCONSIN. 

According to the Watertown Journal, winter 
and spring wheat look tp'endidly. Fruit 
prospects also encouraging. The Brood Axe 
(Grant county) says the reports of the crops 
are favorablj. Wheat looks finely. 

KANSAS. 

The Topcka Tribune to responsible for the 
report that cotton enough will fee grown in 
Kansas this year "to supply the home demand, 
besides a large surplus for other States." How 
large is tbe home demand? Does the Tribune 
mean enough to supply the consumption, or 
to supply the cotton factories, of which there 
are few or none in Kansas? We look with 
suspicion upon these large cotton stories. 
Here Is a big wheat story, also from Kansas. 
The State Journsl says Mr. Merwin, of Kan 
awakee, raised, in 1S58, fifty-six bushels per acre, 
and he thinks hia crop this year will reach the 
same figure.

Turns in Life— A Citixen Turn* Salt 
Merchant— The Malt Merchant Tarns 
Cotton Buyer— The Cotton Bayer 
Turns Up ia Prison— How the Whole 
Affair Turned Oat. 
The changes in life are as Innumerable as 
they are varied. Repeatedly, since the com- 
mencement of this unhappy war, has the mill 
ionaire of yesterday been made the man of 
penury to day, and vice versa. The history, 
as developed within the past few months, of a 
certain individual well known in this comma 
nity, to a case iu point. About eight months 
since, our hero, a quiet, unpretending, but at 
the same lime avaricious being, possessed of a 
wife, three children, and about four hundred 
dollars, speculated upon the idea of doubling 
hi* money as best be could. 

With no fear of the restrictions put upon 
trade by the Secretary of War, the possessor 
of the $400 invested it In salt. This article, 
which some people feign to believe does not 
proi>erly belong to the earth, but that they 
are tbe veritable salt itself, was cheap at the 
time our speculator Invested. A double mule 
team was accordingly loaded with the article, 
and s character better known by the name of 
"black" Peler, not salt-peter, was engaged a* 
teamster. With but little trouble the salt 
found its way Into Arkansas, where it was dis- 
posed of at an immense advance, and the pro- 
ceeds Invested in cotton. 

The cotton In turn reached the Ohio river, 
and was sold at a fabulous price. Elated 
with his success, our cotton merchant quietly 
pursued his new avocation, investing all hto 
funds in cotton, which, from time to time, as 
opportunity offered, he smuggled through our 
lines and disposed of. This business he suc- 
cessfully carried ou for several months, until 
bis *400 had assumed the no mean proportion 
of ftio.000 ! A house and lot was purchased 
by the cotton broker, In the suburbs of this 
city, and be promised hto wife and little ones 
te g!ve up the cotton transactions and embark 
in tome other pursuit. The greed of gain in 
man to, however, never appeased, and our 
quondam cotton merchant resolved to make 
one final risk and quit. 

Collecting togetner about $50,000 he went 
to Helena, and from thereinto the Interior of 
Arkansas, where he agsin invested all hto 
wealth In cotton. Shortly alter having made 
the purchase, and with visions of $100,000 in 
his eyes, a i>oriion of our forces moved in the 
direction ol where the cotton was stored. 
The plantation was vacated, the cotton un- 
protected, with no one to claim it. the cotton 
merchant having absented himself for the pur- 
pose ot procuring t ransportation for its re 
moval to market. The cotton was accordingly- 
seized, confiscated, and sold for tbe benehi of 
tbe Government. 

The cotton merchant made complaint, gave 
proof of hto ownership, and claimed payment, 
but w\ to no avail Some time afterwards he 
arrived in this city, and it being late at night 
he took lodgings at one of onr hotel', which 
being crowded, tie was placed in a room with 
two strangers. 

The United States detectives had for some 
time past been on the trail of two cotton 
smugglers, and upon the morning following 
the arrival of onr broken cotton merchant, he 
with hto two room-mates, was arrested and 
placed in Gratiot-sireet rrlson, where the trio 
uow are. 

The facts in the above case were developed 
during the recent sitting of the Military Court 
of Icqmry, and can be relied upon as strictly 
true.— [Su Louis Republican.

He then repeated the words, that they mL'l. t 
be more firmly impressed, and bade adieu to 
the officers who brought bim.

Chicago, May 2' 
A special from Cairo to the .Tonrnil says 
A paroled prisoner who left Sherman's 
Lmding on the 22 J, says just before leaving 
he conversed with a bearer ot dispatches from 
Pemberton to Johnston, who had been cap- 
tured. The dispatch bearer Bays the number 
of rebels at Vicksburg Is between twenty -Ave 
and thirty thousand. Friday morning Pern 
berton sent a flag of truce to Graot, offering 
to surrender Vlcksburg if Grant would allow 
the rebels to lay down their arms and march 
out. Tbe ofTvr was refused. 

Thursday the rebel batteries on the hill 
north of the town were taken, and turned on 
the enemy I he evenine of the same day. The 
water batteries at the foot of the hill were 
captured the same evening, and the wafer baf- 
teriee below Vicksburg were taken by Porter's 
gunboats. 

Friday, after the refnaal to nccept Pember- 
ton 's teims of surrender, Grant moved on bis 
woiks, and the rebels were driven to thtir 
inner fortification*. 

Logan jrnards Black R'ver bridge. 

General Grant felt certain that be will be 
able to take e*re of Johnjtnn. The latter 
has only about 10,000 men, exclusive of what 
he may have by re-enforcements. 

Grant's army is larger than is generally 
supposed, and quite numerous enough for the 
work on hand. It stretches completely 
around the doomed city, each wirg resting ob 
the river. 

Vicksburg is full of women and children, 
not only original inhabitants there, hut manv 
come in from the surrounding country for 

safety. 

A special to the Times, dated three miles 
cast of Vlcksburz, May 20ih, raises our 
wounded at the battle of ChampioM Hill to 
tbe number of over 1,700. The enemy's loss 
is acknowledged to be not over half that. We 
had about 20.000 troops engaged, and the reb- 
els only 10,000, according to the accounts oi 
their wounded. We took 3,000 prisoneis, and 
3,000 at the battle at the bridge. 

General Sherman creased on a pon'om 
bridge, and McPherson's and McClernand's 
corps built three bridges on Sunday night and 
crossed their commands by Monday noon. 
By 4 o'clock the advance of Sherman's corps, 
under Steele, reached the etemy's work? 
back of tbe city, took position on the right, 
ou ike bluffs 'above It, and commenced the 
bombardment. 

Gen. McPhcrson planted his command In 
frcnt, or on cur center. 

Gea. McCkmand took the extreme; left, 
reaching almost to the river below. 

All possibility of escape is cut off, and every 
living man, woman «nd child must fall into 
our hinds. 

In the forenoon yesterday different brigades 
were taking poeitions, forming lines of battle, 
and at 2 o'clock the battle -began In earnest. 
There was skim ishing all forenoon. 

Gen. Steele drove the enemy from several 
forts, took one complete Une of fortifications, 
fronted by rifle pits, and bis extreme right 
rested on the river bank, under a bluff, at sun 
down. Bis division fought gallantly all day, 
though hungry, dirty, footsore and sleepy. 

Sherman's left and McPherson's right are 
within supporting distance. Both advanced 
their line of skirmishers to within fifty yard6 
of the breastworks, and their artillery to with- 
in five hundred yards, and are in position at 
these distances this morning. 

McClernand is not progressing so fast, but 
is doirg well. 

We Tost about 1,500 killed and wounded 
yesterday. 

The wings will make a simultaneous assault 
upon the enemy's works from all points, so 
we understand. 

Washington, May 27. 

The town >s still greatly txcited over the 
news from Vicksburg. 

Th< re seems to tw not a particle of doubt 
in auy quarter that General Grant will suc- 
ceed m capturing Vicksburg and meet of the 
rebej army there. 

General Hooker Is in town tc-day, and 
speaks in enthusiastic terms of Grant and his 
succesbes. 

He stales that the, rebels on the Rappahan- 
nock admit Ihey hav«; lost Vicksburg. 

There set ms to be a growing impression 
here that General Lee Is meditating an attack 
upon Hooker, or an advance in the direction 
of Washington. 

The rebels admit that their position is a des 
perate one, and that tluy must dare uncom- 
mon danger in the hope of destroying our 
army In Virginia and capturing Washington. 

It is regarded as certain that Beauregard 
has left Charlesten with most of his forces 
lor the West or Virginia, more probably for 
tbe former, though it is possible he has been 
ordered to Lsc on the Rappahannock.

Confidence in Pemberton's ability 
to maintain his positiou is expressed, and 
hopes are given of his final success. 

Atlattta, (7a., May 23— Vicksburg has five 
months supplies of every kind and can be 
taken only when the force defending it have 
exhausted their supplies.

Washington, May 27. 

The council of war, held yesterday at the 
White House, was the result of the last visit 
of Senators Wade and Chandler to the armv 
of the Potomac, and had reference to the of- 
fensive movements which the rebels in Vir* 
ginia have been far some time threatening. 

Geceral Hooker is said to express the opin- 
ion that the enemy is bringing up all his 
forces from Charleston and probably North 
Carolina lor a desperate aggressive movemeut. 

In view, however, of ths publicity giv.n to 
these threats by the rebels themselves, it 
seems more likely that their design is to pro- 
vide for the defense of Richmond, and, by 
their utual bluster, to deter Hooker lrom 
ano'her immediate advance.

Mtstr*. Editor*: The Weather keeps dry and 
warm. The booming liver of the winter 
dwindling to a summer atream. There is now 
less than three feet of water on the shoalr 
A fleet of light-draught boats will go above 
this morning. 

I visited the camps of the Twenty-eighth 
Kentucky and One Hundred and Second Ohio 
last Sabbath, and attended divine service held 
in a beautiful grove. Both regiments march- 
ed out fully equipped, and etacking ai 
in squares around the rude pulpit, seated them 
selves upon the green grass, and listened to 
the word of God preached In *'God's first 
temple." The R:v. Dr. Hunter, of yonr city, 
preached a vigorous and telling sermon. The 



scene was one of deep interest and strange 
noveltv, but a weekly occurrence bere. Col- 
onels Boone and Givens discipline their sol 
diers in attending divine service, as well as in 
all other regulations of eampr- 

A gentleman from Charlotte yesterday In 
formed me that Colonel Ross' regiment wss 
broken and scattered. "Reub," as they call 
tbe Colonel, bos given signs of insanity lately, 
and, as be never was very bright, hie soldiers 
began to distrust his ability to command, and 
refused to remain with him. Most ol them 
>eing conscripts returned to their homes, 
leaving Ross with a very sma'l circle of ad 
mirers. The destruction of the Hampton 
tressel work is presumed to hav« been done 
by him, as my Informant Faid he had left 
Charlotte with about twenty five men, and 
thought had gone to his home, which is about 
four miles from Hampton. The gentleman's 
story bears the impress of truth, as the mad 
cap dash of Ross, with a handful of men, up< 
on our picket lines two weeks ago, and other 
movements of a similar nature, would tend 
to the belief that "R?ub" was either drnnk or 
gone crszy. 

A rebel force is not far back of the river, aa 
a small scout of them was seen two miles from 
tbls place yesterday. With the river In its 
present stage, and rapidly falling, it will not be 
over ten days before it can be forded with 
ease. We may then expect stirring times. 

General order 43 works like a charm. The 
provost marshal's office is constantly crowded 
with citizens renewing their fidelity to the 
government. 

The time for complvicg with the order has 
been extended to th« 30th of May for the citi- 
zens of Clarksville, and to the 4:h of June for 
the citizens of the country. IL B.
